GIs Making Dough 
By Filing Returns 

The Judge Advocate-Legal As¬ 
sistance Office, which has been 
aiding the personnel of Camp 
Anza, by preparing their 1943 in¬ 
come tax returns, reports that in 
the majority of instances the re¬ 
turns have constituted claims for 
a refund of money to the individ¬ 
ual filing. Already that office has 
filed claims for refunds totalling 
many thousands of dollars. 

This happening has come about 
because of new tax regulations 
governing servicemen, which in 
most cases cancels the 1942 tax 
payment and provides for a refund 
of money paid on 1942 taxes and 
amounts withheld from 1943 
wages. In addition, though mem¬ 
bers of the Armed Forces are not 
excused from paying 1 taxes for 
1943, the exclusion of the first 
$1500 of military pay plus the 
regular exemptions for depend¬ 
ency, etc., usually results in there 
being no 1943 tax to pay. 

Assistance with tax problems 
can still be obtained at the Judge 
Advocate-Legal Assistance Office. 
It is advised, however, that those 
intending to request aid do so im¬ 
mediately.

Army Curtails Officer

“It was 1935, jobs were impos¬ 
sible to find, and there I was hang¬ 
ing out on a limb, so what better 
move could I make than to join 
the Army,” said Lt. Ryan. “So I 
did. Anyway, the prospect of ad¬ 
venture and foreign service in¬ 
trigued me, so a reason wasn’t 
hard to find.” 

Lt. Ryan signed up in New York 
and was immediately sent to Fort 
Slocum. Fourteen days after don¬ 
ning khaki he was in Panama 
ready for training. 

The assignment there lasted his 
entire enlistment and in Septem¬ 
ber, 1938, he was returned to the 
West Coast (by his own request) 
to be discharged. After arriving at 
Fort McDowell, he accepted his 
discharge but re-enlisted. Then 
and there he decided to remain in 
Uncle Sam’s employ and make sol¬ 
diering his occupation. 

Lt. Ryan remained at Fort Mc¬ 
Dowell and was assigned to Head¬ 
quarters, where he received train¬ 
ing and varied experience in per¬ 
sonnel work. When Camp Stone- 
man was activated his request for 


transfer there was granted and 
with it came promotion and assign¬ 
ment as Sgt. Major. 

In August, 1942, he was ap¬ 
proved for O. C. S. and sent to 
the A. G. D. School at Ft. Wash¬ 
ington, Md. Three months later 
he graduated and was commission¬ 
ed a 2nd Lieutenant. 

Camp Stoneman had requested 
he be returned after completion 
of the course but instead Lt. Ryan 
was sent from Ft. Mason to the 
LAPE which had just been estab¬ 
lished. From the Port he was trans¬ 
ferred to Anza as Chief of Mili¬ 
tary Personnel, the position he 
still holds. 

As mentioned previously Lt. 
Ryan intends to remain in the 
Army until retired. He hopes to 
travel the world many times before 
that day and realize his desire for 
active foreign service. 

When his Army career is end¬ 
ed he expects to return to this 
section of California and settle 
down on a ranch and raise 
oranges.

GIs Best Insured 
In Nation’s History 

With 14,000,000 applications 
for national service life insurance 
totaling over $100,000,000,000, 
the United States has the most 
highly insured armed force in his¬ 
tory, the Institute of Life Insur¬ 
ance revealed recently. 

A recent check of men leaving 
for overseas showed that 98.4 per 
cent of the enlisted men and 99 
per cent of the officers were in¬ 
sured. 

In the last days of the stand in 
the Philippines, the Army cleared 
all radio facilities for exclusive 
transmission of applications for 
life insurance from those service¬ 
men trapped in the islands. Over 
30,000 were filed in this manner. 

The Veterans Administration 
handles national service life in¬ 
surance and has taken care of as 
many as 250,000 applications a 
week, or more than one every 
working second. 

The Veterans Administration 
has launched a definite campaign 
to have discharged servicemen 
continue the insurance, and a spe¬ 
cial offer of reinstatement is being 
made to those previously mustered 
out who have lapsed their policies.

DID YOU KNOW THAT 

On May 2, 1778, at Valley 

Forge, George Washington issued 
these general orders, and which 
have never been rescinded: “The 
Commander-in-Chief directs that 
divine services be performed every 
Sunday at eleven o’clock in each 
brigade which has a Chaplain. 
Those brigades which have none 
will attend the place of worship 
nearest to them. It is expected that 
Officers of all ranks will, by their 
attendance, set an example to their 
men. While we are duly perform¬ 
ing the duty of good soldiers we 
certainly ought not to be inatten¬ 
tive to the highest duties of relig¬ 
ion. To the distinguished charac¬ 
teristics of a patriot it should be 
our highest glory to add the more 
distinguished characteristics of a 
Christian.” 

Personnel desiring to take ad¬ 
vantage of religious opportunities 
should know the provisions of Cir. 
244 W. D., 1941. “In addition to 
services on the Sabbath, command¬ 
ing officers are authorized to ex¬ 
cuse from duty soldiers who de¬ 
sire to attend religious services on 
other days . . . those desiring to 
attend such services, either on the 
post or in adjacent communities 
may be absent for such period as 
will enable them to be at their 
place of worship as publicly an¬ 
nounced provided no serious inter¬ 
ference with their military train¬ 
ing is occasioned thereby.”

These appointments are offered 
to men in the Army, no older than 
22, in a nation-wide competitive 
examination. Each soldier’s stand¬ 
ing will be determined by averag¬ 
ing his grade in mathematiccs and 
English together with his adapta¬ 
bility grade, based on personal in¬ 
terviews, educational experience 
and background, and records sub¬ 
mitted with his application. 

The candidate also must have 
the following educational credits 
in either a high school or college: 
two credits in Algebra, one-half in 
Trigonometry, one in Plane Geom¬ 
etry, three in English, one in 
Physics, and one in Chemistry. He 
must be over five feet, six inches 
tall and have an uncorrected vision 
of 20/20. 

The examination will be held 
May 10 and 11 and each candidate 
competing must apply to the Com¬ 
mandant, United States Coast 
Guard, through military channels.

Bond Minimums 
Raised to $6.25 

Effective April 1, no enlisted 
man can make a Class B allotment 
for War Bonds for less than $6.25 
a month by order of the Adjutant 
General. 

No new Class B allotment for 
less than $6.25 will be accepted, 
and ah allotments for less amounts 
already in effect will be cancelled 
automatically as soon as payments 
for full bonds are completed. 

If an enlisted man with a Class 
B allotment of $3.75 concludes his 
total for an $18.75 bond in March, 
no further monthly deduction of 
$3.75 will be made from his pay 
in April. 

But if his March pay started the 
accumulation of $3.75 amounts 
toward an $18.75 bond, then that 
allotment will continue in effect 
through July when the bond pay¬ 
ment is complete. 

It is hoped that those men with 
a Class B allotment of $3.75 will 
see fit to increase it to the new 
minimum.

(Pa. primary and the La. election will 
be explained next week. Ed.) 

The War Department has re¬ 
leased information to facilitate the 
voting by soldiers in three state 
primaries and one election during 
the month of April. 

Illinois, Nebraska and Penn¬ 
sylvania are having state primaries 
during April. Louisiana will hold a 
state election during the same 
month. Soldiers living in any of 
these states who want to vote in 
their April primaries or elections 
should get their applications for 
absentee ballots in the mail as 
soon as possible. 

Here are the specific provisions 
which apply to each state: 

Illinois Primary 

The Illinois primary will be held 
April 11. Soldiers having voting 
residence in Illinois may apply for 
official war ballots covering fed¬ 
eral, state and local offices by 
mailing to the Secretary of State, 
Springfield, Ill., the post cards 
which are available at installa¬ 
tions. Soldiers should forward the 
applications so as to reach Spring- 
field shortly before March 14, the 
earliest date on which the state 
will forward absentee ballots. The 
ballots must be executed and re¬ 
ceived by appropriate local elec¬ 
tion officials in the state by 
April 11. 

Nebraska Primary 

The Nebraska primary will be 
held April 11. Soldiers having vot¬ 
ing residence in that state may 
apply for state absentee ballots by 
mailing a special application form

furnished by Nebraska. The sol¬ 
dier may obtain this form in two 
ways: by writing to the Secretary 
of State, Lincoln, Neb., or by mail¬ 
ing the post card which is avail¬ 
able at installations, on which card 
the soldier should write that he 
wishes it treated as a request for 
an application form for state ab¬ 
sentee ballots. This request, by 
either method, should be made at 
the earliest possible time. The 
earliest date on which the state 
will mail out absentee ballots is 
March 12, and they must be exe¬ 
cuted and mailed by April 10 at 
the latest, and must be in the 
hands of appropriate local election 
officials by April 13.

Eighth Air Force 
Destroyed 4,100 
Planes in 1943 

A dramatic report on the 
growth and accomplishment 
of the British-based U. S. 
Eighth Air Force was given 
in a transatlantic radio 
broadcast recently by Lt. 
Gen. Ira C. Eaker, the 8th’s 
commander during 1943. 

Gen. Eaker, who now has com¬ 
mand of Allied Air Forces in the 
Mediterranean, told his listeners 
that in 64,000 offensive sorties 
over Europe during 1943, the 
Eighth Air Force dropped 55,000 
tons of bombs, destroyed 4,100 
Nazi fighters, slashed German 
fighter plane production by almost 
40 per cent and escaped with an 
over-all loss in heavy bombers of 
less than four per cent. 

Bombers of the Eighth have 
penetrated as deeply as 800 miles 
into the heart of Germany and U. 
S. fighters have destroyed the best 
the Luftwaffe could send into the 
air, the general said. In December, 
the Eighth broke all records for 
the weight of its offensive against 
the Germans in the west, he added. 

This massive assault provides a 
striking contrast to the first 
American raid on the continent 
from England, last Jan. 27, when 
the Eighth managed to send 53 
Flying Fortresses over Wilhelm- 
shaven. At that time the Eighth’s 
entire strength was about 100 
planes. Today the Eighth is strong 
enough to send 1500 planes into 
Adolf Hitler’s Fortress Europe at 
once. 

Summaries for 1943 were re¬ 
leased as follows: 

Fortresses and Liberators drop¬ 
ped 34,976 tons of bombs and U. 
S. medium bombers dropped an¬ 
other 20,024 tons. Altogether the 
Eighth destroyed 4100 German 
fighters and damaged 1821 others.
